Consols had to pay over that amount 
ior them. Since then they have stead- 
ily fallen, until now they are worth 
only $405 or $410, so that the thrifty 
man of the present day pays that 
much less than his elder brother did 
a few years ago. i 

Just over one hundred years ago 
Consols were in a very bad way, ow- 
ing to the French Revolution. Early 
in 1792°$500 of Stock could be bought 
for $485; within a few months they 
tell to $360. But in 1798 they fell to 
$235, the lowest price on record. —

MELONS ALL YEAR ROUND. 


Delicious Fruit Can Be Produced by 
Cultivation Under Giass. 

In the summer melons are plentiful 
on the market, but few there ure who 
know the delicious flavor, not to men- 
tion size, of a fully developed aud well 
ripened froit grown under giass,. Nor 
is the season of such fruit limited, for 
melons can be produced all the yeur 
around. Difring the simmer they can 
be produced in fourteen weeks froin 
time of sowing, winter months taking 
A few weeks longer. To keep up a 
steady supply four small houses must 
be devoted to them. These must bare 
adequate pipe beat to maintain the 
femperature through the cold ‘weather 
und also to furnish bottom heut for 
the plants. Raised benches with pipes 
anderneath answer both purposes well, 

When sowing the seed use a good 
open compost und place very lightly in 
three inch pots, inserting one seed In 
each pot and water in. Plnee the 
whole in a bousxe baving a temperature 
of 70 to Th degrees night and cover 
with paper to muintain the moisture. 

s@ed should: germinate in about 
fotr days. When seedlings are through 
prepare bed for permanent planting 
Good, heary loam with old lime rubble 
mixed tntaitis all they require, Cov 
er bottom of bench -awith sod. adding 
more with lime rubble and ramming 
as firm as possible until the whole is 
four inches thick. Mix more of same 
compost and also add a little churcoal 
for the mounds. These should be placed 
on the bed twenty inches. apart and 
the seedlings planted in.) Maintain a 
night temperature of 70 to 7h degrees 
and syringe twice daily. Take one 
sboot. up until the plants are three- 
quarters up trellis and then stop, 

Laterals will now appear bearing fe 
male flowers. Stap these one leaf be 
yond the flower. If possible three or 
four of thexe should be fertilized the 
same day to insure an even crop. As 
the fruit swells it will need support 
Nets made for the purpose should be 
used, Puring the time the fruit’ is 
swelling the piunts will take lots of 
water and feed, which can be given in 
the form of light top dressing upd 
quick acting manures, 

As soon us fruit shows signs of rip- 
ening cease syringing and keep a drier 
atmosphere and give all air possible. 
Quality is usually to be preferred to 
size, especially as medium sized fruit 
is easier to serve on table, being cut 
through and cracked ice placed in 
center. 

Scarlet fleshed varieties usually are 
of bext flavor, but there are good green 
and white fleshed varieties. —Horticul:

It Was Handed Over «aR by James 
1. to Lord Stirling, Who Didn't Know 


Enough to Keep it—The Hudedn Bay 

Company's Famous Présent. i 

America has been freely pa ‘out 
in gifts since Columbus first eyes 
pon the new world. Most of the Dnit. 
ed States territory bas been at some 


time or other banded over to public 
and private companies. New York, for 
exumple, fifty rs after it bid been 
sold for sémething like $25 was pre. 
sented with other lands to the Duke of 
York by bis brother, the’ king, and the 
name of the city is a witness this day 
tv that transaction. The duke granted 
New Jersey to somebody else, and a 
few years before the king bad carved 
out Maryland for Lord Buitimore. 

Pennsylvania was given to William 
Penn, the Quaker who* founded the 
Btnte, in payment, it is said, of a debt 
that Charlies [1, owed Penn's father, 
and the same monarch gave both North 
and South Carolina to eight. London 
gentlemen who stayed at bome, called 
themselves the lords proprietors and 
lived on the rents until the people re- 
fused to pay any more and George II, 
took over the colonies. 

The story of Colonel Talbot at the be- 
inning of the last century is one of 
the ftomances of Canadinn ‘history, 
The colonel went out in 17¥3 as an aid- 
de-cump to the governor, and the 
tounding of a colony became the ruling 
passion of bis life. He was given 100,- 
WOU veres, which grew later to 650,000, 
op cundition that be place a settler on 
every 200 acres. Today this territory 
ix occupied by some of the most flour- 
isting towns in the Dominion, and at 
the beginning of Queen Victoria's reign 
Cvlonel Talbot, who was then still liv- 
ing, was the recognized chief of twen- 
t\ eight towns, all of which bad been 
fiten to bim years before as unoccu- 
pied iand. 

Prince Edward Island, covering 3,000 
sguare miles and. embracing such 
tourishing towns as Georgetown, Char- 
luttetuwp and Princetown, was given 
away in 1797 to absentee proprietors 
and was bought back xgain on the or- 
gunization of the Dominion of Cana- 
da tor £160,000. The Canadian com. 
pany, founded in 1826, received a grant 
of. 1,000,000 acres, and bought 2.300,000 
more at the rate of half & crown an 
acre, 

‘the mention of the Hudson’s Bay 
company recails what is probably the 
most 'tamous gift of territory in his- 
tory. In 1670 Charlies Il. gave Prince 
Rupert by royal charter territory 200 
or 300 miles wide around the eastern 
and southern shores ot Hudson's bay, 
in addition to a vast empire of forest 
and prairie. “Rupert's Land,” as the 
territory. was called, ultimately stretch- 
ed across Canada, from the Atlantic 
eud of Hudson's strait to the shores 
ot the Pacific. As rent for this ter- 
ritory, covering 2.800.000 square miles, 
the company paid to the king each 
year “two elks and two black bea- 
vers.” ‘ 
_ Something over forty years ago the 
Canadian confederation took over the 
company’s monopoly for £800,000, but 
the company retained a twentieth part 
o1 its iands. ‘Tbe original capital of 
the company was £10,500, and in two 
centuries its income from furs’ was 
£20,000,000. 

But the most amazing gift ever made 
since the worid begun was surely that 
made by James |. to Lord Stirling, the 
puet, who was tbeu bis favorite. On 
Sept. 21, 1621, King James, who must 
bave been extraordinarily deficient ip 
geography, made Lord Stirling, then 
Sir William Alexander, a present of 
the whole of Canada. The gift, which 
included Nova Scotia and Newfound- 
land, was confirmed by Charles L., and 
the poet was so moved by the high 
hopor that he received that he pub- 


lisbed “An Encouragement to Colo- 
nies,” a. work that attained three edi- 
tions. The gift became the subject of 


interesting legal proveedings, and Can- 
adu ouce more became the property of 
the crown, 

The city of Liverpool wes given 
away by William the Conqueror and 
aguin by Henry Il. who bestowed it 
on “the keeper of the castle and pris- 
on of Lancaster.” King John bought 
the site trom this keeper and founded 
the city. BHeury Ill, leased all the 
crown revenues and royal customs of 
Liverpool to the Earl of Chester for 
£10 a year, and the town changed 
Lands several times between the reigns 
ot Henry Il. and Charles Stuart 
That unbappy monarch, being in a 
state of impecuniosity, offered the town 
for sale, and it was purchased by some 
London merchants, who in 16382 sold 
the crown rights for £450. Forty years 
afierwnurd the rights were purchased 
by the corporation. 

Bombay, the earliest settlement of 
the #ritish tu India, was so lightly re- 
garded by Charlies Il. that immediate- 
ly after its cession to England be sold 
it to the Easc India company for £10 
@ yeur.

A fore quarter cost 70 cente and was 
cut for a pot ronst and chops, and the 
skin, with a little more of meat, was 
reserved for broth, in which rice was 
plentifully cooked, 

The cost for that week was: Fore 
quarter of lamb, 70 cents; Osh for bat 
ing, 80 cents; cold boiled bam, about 
25 cents; total for fish and meat for 
the week, $1.25. 

Of course had there been hearty and 
growing children and had all taken 
noon meal at home there would have 
been a very much larger amount need- 
ed, ahd possibly $2 would have been 
a sensible’ and really economical 
amount of expense for meats and fish 
for a family of five, while others 
would really need still more, 

Because of lunches taken at work 
or bought at restaurants probably $4 
sufficed for that one week for this 
family. 

As a whole, such a menu seems real- 
ly economical and sensible and one 
which preserves health and vigor far 
better than lavish glattony or dl) ad- 
vised extravagance in purchases of 
meats.

Shortly after this we find Mrs. Fes- 
senden discussing the matter with peo- 
ple who were interested in education 
and suggesting that patriotism might 
be cultivated by’ simple ceremonies 
among the children. She also wrote 
letters to the hey oo and one of 
these appeared in The Montreal Star 
of August 24, of the following year. 
In November she wrote the Minister 
of Education for Ontario with regard 
to having a day set apart for fla 
exercises. The Minister sugges 
that she take up the matter with the 
Hamilton Boggd of Trustees and so 
call public Miention to the move- 
ment... This suggestion was carried 
out and in January, 1898, it was de- 
cided by this body “that the board 
set apart one afternoon in the year 
for the purpose of inculcating patrio- 
tic sentiment.”’ Mrs, Fessenden fol- 
lowed this up by getting the boards 
in Dundas and London to approve of 
the idea, ; 

In August of that year.the Minister 
of Education wrote a letter to be read 
at the meeting of the Dominion Edu- 
cational Association in Halifax. 

The Hon. Mr. Ross, now Senator 
Ross, who was then head of the Edu- 
eation Department, indicated his pre- 
ference for the name ‘‘Empire Day,” 
and suggested that the 24th of May be 
the day selected. These suggestions, 
after full uiscussion, were approved by 
the association. Senator Ross is 
therefore entitled to share with Mrs. 
Fessenden the honor of having creat- 
ed this great festival. 

Soon the idea attracted attention in 
Great Britain, where Queen Victoria’s 
birthday had not hitherto been a holi- 
day, and where there was no particu- 
lar patriotic day celebrated by the 
sahools, 

“It is estimated that last year no 
fewer than thirteen and a half mil- 
lion children joined in the celebration 
of Empire Day. The exercises were 
held’ in over fifty thousand schools 
throughout the Empire. 

Canada should be proud Of the part 
that it has played in giving the British 
Empire a holiday which will aid in 
the uplift of all the peoples who com- 
prise the greatest political organiza- 
tion of modern times.—Canadian 
Courier.
